Landmark 
restaurant 
is to reopen 

LANDMARK Sandwell restaurant 
Jonathans will reopen alongside a new 
hotel next week. 

Dutch-born businessman Zishan Zaman has 
taken over the site in Oldbury and will open the new 
Birmingham Best Inn on Tuesday. 

The iconic restaurant, based within the hotel, will 
also reopen and remain as Jonathans under the 
plans. 

The new development will create 25 jobs, Mr 
Zaman said. The 25-year-old businessman, who 
owns the Mary Rose Inn in Orpington, Kent, and is 
based in Slough, said negotiations had been under 
way since the beginning of January after the prop¬ 
erty was marketed through business sales special¬ 
ists Christie + Co. 

He said room rates would start at £30 per night. 

Successful 

“It is going to be a big asset to the Birmingham 
area,” he said. 

“We try to offer affordable accommodation for fam¬ 
ilies that cannot afford to spend any more money. 
That is why we are successful. 

“We have purchased this one because it is better to 
put something into the market that is affordable 
these days. 

“We are keen to open as soon as possible, the prop¬ 
erty being closed is losing us money.” 

Renowned for its traditional English cooking, 
Jonathans, at the junction of Hagley Road and 
Wolverhampton Road, was Sandwell’s most famous 
restaurant. 

Jonathans, which was a three-star, 45-bedroom 
hotel, had been running for 30 years and attracted 
around 300 visitors a week. 

It closed in October 2009 after Jonathans Ltd went 
into administration. 


Former vicar dies 

A FORMER chaplain to two Warley mayors 
has died. 

Canon Jack Pigott was vicar of St Hilda’s Church, 
Warley Woods, in the early 1970s. 

Having trained at Trinity College, Dublin and 
served as an RAF chaplain in Cyprus and Jordan, 
Rev Pigott first moved to Warley in April 1965. 

During his time as the mayor’s chaplain he was a 
member of one of the first Cancer Relief Committees 
in Birmingham (now Macmillan). 

In 1974 he moved to Sutton Coldfield to become 
vicar of St Michael’s Boldmere, Sutton Coldfield and 
was made an Honorary Canon of Birmingham 
Cathedral in 1981. He retired in 1997 to live near 
Taunton in Somerset.

‘RAT’ CON 
WORKMEN 
WARNING 


DETECTIVES are 

warning people to beware 
bogus garden workmen, fol¬ 
lowing a spate of incidents 
where pensioners have been 
targeted across Sandwell. 

Police have been called to five 
addresses across the area since 
Saturday, March 5, where a man, 
or men, have called at the homes of 
elderly residents saying essential 
work needs to be carried out on 
tree branches or roots. 

The worker has then quoted a large fee 
for minor works. In some of the cases there 
has been a mention of rats being seen that 
need to be exterminated. 

Detective sergeant Glenn Marriott, from 
the Sandwell and Dudley team of Force 
Criminal Investigation Department, said: 
“Five such incidents have been reported to 
us over the past couple of weeks across 
Great Barr, West Bromwich and Sedgley. 

“All of the victims were in their 70s or 80s 
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and were probably targeted as they were 
considered vulnerable. 

“One 82-year-old gentleman in West 
Bromwich handed over £800 to a workman 
who cut back branches of a tree in his 
garden on Thursday. This kind of offence is 
deplorable and we urge everyone to be on 
their guard against callers at their door 
offering such works.” 

The three offences in Sandwell on Thurs¬ 
day, March 10, all involved a white man, 
offering to cut back tree branches or roots 
that were causing problems. One man is 
described as being in his 40s or early 50s, 
wearing grey trousers and jacket described 
as workman type clothes. 

Problem 

In a later incident on Thursday the 
offender was described as being of large 
build, tall and wearing navy blue clothes. 

In Sedgley, on March 5, a man 
approached a pensioner outsider her home 
and said he was working on behalf of the 
council to sort out a rat problem. He asked 
for £300 to carry out such work, however 
the victim didn’t part with any cash. 


The man is described as white, approx 40 
years of age, clean shaven, of large build, 
about six feet tall wearing a woollen hat, 
anorak style coat, and was driving a plain 
white Ford Transit van. 

DS Marriott added: “We can’t confirm 
whether the same offender is responsible 
for each of the offences, however, we are 
concerned that this man, or maybe a group 
of offenders, are targeting the elderly in 
this area. Anyone with information is urged 
to contact us at their earliest opportunity.” 

Chief Inspector Paul Betts from 
Sandwell Police Station said: “We want to 
warn people, particularly the elderly, not to 
do business with cold callers at the door. 

“If they need garden work done or trees 
felled they should contact the local author¬ 
ity who have trade registers which lists rep¬ 
utable firms who can carry out this work." 

“We would also ask local people to keep a 
watch for people calling at homes in your 
neighbourhood, particularly if you have 
elderly neighbours. We urge people to 
report any suspicious activity to local offi¬ 
cers.”

Demolition work at mansion 


PARTS of a Grade-II 
listed mansion in Great 
Barr, which is being 
turned into homes, will 
be demolished after the 
Government granted 
approval. 

Buildings attached to the 
historic Red House, in Red 
House Park, Great Barr, 
will be taken down after 
being granted conditional 
listed building consent. 

The squash courts and public 
toilets on the north side of the 
site will be razed to the ground 
after the scheme was given the 
go-ahead. 


Workers will partially demol¬ 
ish the former Jumping Jacks 
nursery attached to the build¬ 
ing on Hill Lane, keeping the 
curved masonry wall that 
forms part of the original Geor¬ 
gian house. 

A written decision from the 
Secretary of State noted that 
organisations including 

English Heritage had no objec¬ 
tions provided that the curved 
wall attached to the Red House 
was retained. 

The nursery on Hill Lane will 
be taken apart by hand to 
retain those bricks which still 
feature the same Flemish bond 
pattern for future repairs on 
the house. 


A written outline of the works 
will need to be submitted to 
Sandwell Council before demo¬ 
lition can begin. 

Documents submitted with 
plans said the appearance of 
the 1970s Jumping Jacks was 
“wholly out of character” with 
the Georgian architecture of 
the Red House. 

The council has resurrected 
plans to turn the historic 
mansion into 11 apartmentss. 

There are also plans to build 
seven detached houses or six 
bungalows on land nearby, off 
Hill Lane, to make it more 
attractive to developers. The 
council put previous plans for 
apartments on hold. 


Residents have been con¬ 
cerned about the future of Red 
House for years after repeated 
attacks by vandals. 

The Friends of Red House 
Park had called for the building 
to be turned into a community 
centre. But no developer came 
forward. 

Bill Gunn, spokesman for the 
Friends of Redhouse Park said: 
“We are very sorry the house is 
going to be converted and have 
fought this for nine years. 

“The courts and the toilet 
block haven’t been used for 30 
or 40 years and are full of 
asbestos. When they are gone 
the house will at least look as it 
did originally.”

New car 
park at 
station 

WORK has begun on a new 
car park at Dudley Port 
Railway Station. 

The additional 47-space 
car park is set to open mid- 
June. It will more than double 
capacity at the station, with 
the number of parking spaces 
increasing from 36 to 83. 

The car park is next to the 
station and an access road is 
being built as part of the 
development leading from 
Park Lane East. It is being 
created by passenger trans¬ 
port authority Centro to cope 
with demand from com¬ 
muters. 

The 12-week work pro¬ 
gramme will see CCTV and 
additional lighting installed 
and an existing walkway to 
the station upgraded.

Schools prepare for boom 


Junction is low priority 


APPROVAL is likely to be given to 
the expansion plans of two Sandwell 
primary schools which need to create 
extra places for pupils due to a baby 
boom in the borough. 

Tameside Primary in Wednesbury and 
Uplands Manor Primary School in Smeth¬ 
wick both have rising pupil numbers. 

Today (Thursday) proposals are likely 
to be approved by Sandwell’s education 
boss Councillor Bob Badham. 


RESIDENTS who say their 
lives have been made “hell” since 
a bail hostel opened in their 
Tipton street four years ago have 
called for it to be closed down. 

Street brawls, noise and police 
being called to the property at five 
o’clock in the morning are just some 
of the problems experienced by 
people living in Church Street, who 
say they are suffering sleepless 
nights. 

Among the residents affected is 32- 
year-old father-of-four Habeeb Khan, a 
customer adviser, who says his children 
are having problems at school because 
they are not getting enough sleep. 

“We have seen fighting in the street, we 
have had people knocking on doors asking 
for money,” he said. 

“Noise, singing, house parties. It is 
making our lives hell.” 

He added: “Teachers are complaining 
my children are going into school tired.” 

Echoing Mr Khan’s views is retired 67- 
year-old Roger Dudley, who has lived in 
the road since 1981. 

“We have had a number of problems,” 
he said. “It’s not fair that we should be 


At Tameside, in Price Road, numbers 
will rise from 420 to 630 - with 90 children 
taken on each year rather than the 
current 60.

burdened with this.” 

Taxi driver and father-of-four Gull- 
faraz Ilahi, aged 40, said: “There are 
always people making noise outside. 

“There have been occasions when police 
have been banging on the door because 
the person living there has not answered 
their bail. 

“We want it shut down.” 

The property is managed by Stonham 
on behalf of the Government. 

Tag 

Officially known as a Bass, a Bail 
Accommodation and Support Service, it 
caters for people who would normally be 
living in the community on bail but do not 
have somewhere suitable to stay. 

The people living there have been 
bailed by the courts or released from 
prison, initially on an electronic tag, 
having served a prison sentence. 

Ministry of Justice spokesman James 
Rea said there was no such thing as a 
“bail hostel”. 

He said: ^‘Approved premises exist to 
protect the public and are staffed 24 
hours a day. 

“Offenders are supervised by specially 
trained staff who work with the police in 
order to protect the public.” 


A BUSY junction on the border of 
Sandwell and Walsall boroughs could 
be in line for a £500,000 overhaul to 
stop drivers speeding. 

Highways chiefs say traffic lights 
should be installed at the roundabout 
where Queslett Road meets Colling- 
wood Drive in Pheasey. It has been 
the scene of seven accidents in three 
years. The speed-busting scheme is 
one of a number of transport projects 


FAMILIES are being urged 
to check if they are entitled to 
free school meals. 

If so, they can apply for them 
and help Sandwell schools to 
attract around half a million 
pounds in funding from the Gov¬ 
ernment. 

For every child entitled to school 
meals, Sandwell schools wins extra 
funding under the ‘pupil premium’, a 
payment of £430 for each child. 

Sandwell Council believes there 
are more than 1,000 families in the 
borough who could but don’t claim 
free school meals for their children. 

The pupil premium is a Govern¬ 
ment scheme to give money to 
schools in need based on how many 
children are entitled to free school 
meals. 

Sandwell Council’s cabinet 
member for children and families 
Councillor Bob Badham said: “The 
pupil premium is a way of securing 
more money for hard-pressed schools 
following draconian cuts by the Gov¬ 
ernment. It will be given directly to 
schools — not the local authority — 
based on how many children are eli- 


under consideration by Walsall

But schemes are subject to funding 
and council bosses warned they could 
take years to come to fruition, 
depending on their priority. They said 
the work in Pheasey, which could also 
include alterations to the carriage¬ 
way, including modifying the bus 
layby on the 40mph Queslett Road, 
was far down the list of priorities 


gible for free school meals. That 
number is currently around 10,500 
children across Sandwell. 

“However, we believe there are 
more than 1,000 families in Sandwell 
- around 12 per cent - who are eligi¬ 
ble for free school meals for their chil¬ 
dren but don’t claim for them. 

“Not only are they missing out on a 
healthy nutritious meal at what 
would cost £360 per year per child, 
but the more children registered as 
eligible for free school meals will lead 
to more pupil premiums paid to our 
schools. 

Education 

“This money will be given directly 
to the schools to enhance the child’s 
education. 

“I want to encourage every family 
that may be eligible for free school 
meals to contact the council’s educa¬ 
tion benefits team on 0121 569 8189. 

“We’re trying to make the process 
of getting free school meals as easy as 
possible. Staff can do a quick online 
check to see if a family is eligible, all 
they need is the parent or guardian’s 
date of birth and their national 
insurance number.” 


Police net 
closing on 
drug gang 

THE detective leading an 
investigation into a drug dealing 
network believed to be worth 
£750,000 a year in Sandwell says 
police are close to smashing the 
cartel. 

Officers have been investigating a 
suspected drug gang operating in 
Smethwick, Bearwood, Tividale and 
Edgbaston. 

An inquiry was launched aimed at 
cracking a network which used two 
mobile phones that were receiving up 
to 4,000 calls a month about deals. 

Detective Chief Inspector Andy 
Beard said that the investigation was 
still continuing but a number of sus¬ 
pects were in custody. The police were 
still looking for “one or two” others. 

The police have worked with 
Sandwell Council for 12 months on 
the investigation, which was named 
Operation Eliminate. 

Intelligence came from sharp-eyed 
members of the public telling police 
about suspected drug crime. There 
have been 33 arrests under the oper¬ 
ation. 

Swooped 

In June, more than 100 police offi¬ 
cers swooped on homes in the borough 
in a series of dawn raids. 

DCI Beard said then that officers 
seized one of the phones along with 
heroin, £40,000 cash, firearms, 
ammunition and four cars. 

He confirmed police had now seized 
more of the phones from the network. 

“It’s been quite a complex inquiry 
and I cannot reveal all the details, 
because these people will be coming to 
trial,” he added. 

Since the end of 2009, around a 
dozen cannabis factories have been 
discovered in Sandwell. 

Gateway plan 
being revived 

PLANS for a huge advertising 
hoarding next to the M6 in 
Wednesbury have been on hold 
due to the economic recession. 

The Sandwell Gateway is proposed 
for land at Friar Park, Wednesbury. 
Opus Land aims to build the struc¬ 
ture, known as the Sandwell 
Gateway, on land off St Paul’s Road. 

Previous plans were criticised by 
residents for being too big and in May 
2009 the developers ditched plans for 
a structure measuring 279ft by 82ft, 
which would have towered 135ft 
above ground level. Planning bosses 
at Sandwell Council were set to refuse 
the application. 

Proposals were resurrected and in 
April last year a public consultation 
with revised plans was held for resi¬ 
dents, although no plans were ever 
resubmitted. 

Market 

Opus Land have revealed the reces¬ 
sion delayed plans for the hoarding 
but it was hoped a fresh consultation 
with residents would take place later 
this month. 

Motorway police and the Highways 
Agency objected to the original plans, 
saying that the hoarding could be a 
distraction to drivers. 

Meanwhile, Insite Poster Group is 
appealing against refusal for an 84ft 
tall advertising hoarding it wants to 
erect next to the M5 near junction 1. 


Graves campaign growing 


THOUSANDS of 
people across the 
Black Country are 
using the internet to 
come together and 
support a £100,000 
appeal. 

The Facebook group 
‘Vandalised Head¬ 
stones at Thimblemill 
Cemetery’ was created 
two weeks ago after 
around 40 gravestones 
were smashed at the 
cemetery. 

The incident happened 
on March 2 and when 
many thousands of 
pounds worth of damage 
was caused. 

A man was later 
arrested. Jason Griffiths, 
aged 40, of Cowley Road, 
Oxford, has been charged 
with causing damage and 
remanded in custody to 
appear before a court via 
video link on March 23. 

After only three days of 
being online the Facebook 


group had over 4,500 
members, and their 
increasing support has 
lead to a website being 
created to cope with inter¬ 
est from those affected by 
the shocking vandalism. 

Amanda Mills, who has 
been involved in the 
project from the outset, 
said: “It’s been fantastic, 
everyone in the commu¬ 
nity has joined together to 
show their support.” 

Football 

Their growing interest 
has attracted support 
from organisations too, 
including donations from 
the Birmingham City and 
West Bromwich Albion 
football clubs. Asda’s 
Oldbury supermarket has 
also put buckets by tills to 
encourage the public to 
donate. 

Moat Farm Junior 
School, Oldbury, has 
decided to share any of the 
money they raise for 
Comic Relief with the local 
cause. 


An extra 600 members 
joined the Facebook group 
after Mrs Mills appeared 
on a local radio station last 
week and spoke about the 
appeal. 

A charity football match 
was held last weekend at 
to raise their profile 
further. All of the money 
raised will go towards 
repairing the headstones. 

Miss Mills said: “It’s ter¬ 
rible. You don’t expect 
someone to go and van¬ 
dalise the last resting 
place of a loved one.”

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Skips to be stored at glassworks 


PART of Smethwick’s 
former Chance Brothers 
glassworks will be turned into 
a yard for storing up to 200 
skips, after planning chiefs 
gave the go-ahead. 

Owners had hoped to transform 
the Grade II-listed glassworks, 
which dominates the skyline next 
to the M5, into a 200-bed hotel but 
plans were put on hold during the 
economic downturn. 

Conditional temporary permis¬ 
sion has now been granted by 


Sandwell Council for the skip 
storage, put forward as a short 
term solution to get a return on 
the land. One acre of the 5.3 acre 
site will be turned into an area for 
skip storage prior to sorting and 
disposal of waste. 

A report by architects Inter- 
grated Designs & Associates, sub¬ 
mitted as part of the application, 
says the maximum number of 
skips using the site at any one 
time would be 200. 

A total of £160,000 has already 


been invested on restoring Victo¬ 
rian brickwork on the building. 

Site co-owner Anthony 
Copeland said the skip plans were 
short term while the hotel 
remained the primary plan. 
English Heritage spokesman 
Renee Fok said they did not 
oppose the temporary plan as it 
only involved an open part of the 
site. 

The last of the Smethwick 
works closed in 1981, ending more 
than 150 years of production. 


Joy at school’s amazing turn around 


A SCHOOL in Sandwell that 
was put into special measures is 
now celebrating a glowing report. 

Staff and parents at Langley 
Primary School in Oldbury were dev¬ 
astated when they were put into 
special measures in September 2009 
after inspectors said standards were 
low. But Ofsted’s latest inspection 
rated them as ‘good’. 

Headteacher Dr Tony James said: 
“Standards were fairly low and atten¬ 
dance was low. The parents took it 
quite hard. The staff responded won¬ 


derfully, they were very keen to look at 
themselves, what they were doing and 
they have worked tremendously hard 
to turn things around.” 

He added: “We have changed the 
way that we teach in that it has 
become much more about involving 
the children and following their inter¬ 
ests so they are much more involved in 
their work now.” 

The Titford Road school, which has 
370 pupils, invited parents to an infor¬ 
mal celebration also attended by the 
mayor Councillor Pauline Hinton. 


Theft by 
‘finding’ 
admitted 

THREE metal thieves 
who took £100 of scrap 
metal and copper cabling 
from near Tesco at Burnt 
Tree “didn’t know” that it 
would be classed as steal¬ 
ing, a court heard. 

The trio, all from 
Tipton, pleaded guilty to 
theft by finding at 
Dudley Magistrates 
Court on Friday. 

Window cleaner Alan 
Green, of Sycamore 
Road, Princess End, was 
handed an £80 fine and 
ordered to pay £85 costs 
and a £15 victim sur¬ 
charge. 

Michael Holloway, 
aged 21, and Lee Rogers, 
23, both of Menin Road, 
pleaded guilty to a 
second charge of failing 
to attend a drug test. 
They were each handed a

Green said: “At the 
time I wasn’t aware of 
theft by finding and 
didn’t know what that 
was. I do now. I just want 
to put this whole thing 
behind me.” 


Call for witnesses 
after student dies 


A STUDENT from West 
Bromwich died after being 
involved in a collision with a 
taxi during a night out in 
Birmingham. 

Police fought to save the life of 
Ashley Ebanks, aged 22, after he 
was in collision with a black cab at 
Smallbrook Queensway, near the 
junction of Hurst Street, in the 
city centre.

The student, of Clarkes Lane, had 
been enjoying a night out with friends 
and was on his way to the nearby 
Oceana nightclub when the tragedy 
happened in the early hours of Sunday, 
March 6. An inquest was opened into 
his death today at Birmingham 
Coroner’s Court and adjourned until 
June 6. 

Mr Ebanks’family released a tribute 
to their son. It read: “Throughout 
Ashley’s life he wholeheartedly perse¬ 
vered - whether it be with football, 
education or life. 

Achieved 

“Ashley achieved much in his life. 
One of his many achievements 
included winning a prestigious award, 
Sandwell Student of the Year 2007 in 
Business and Accountancy. 

“Ashley also won various football 
awards which illustrated his physical 
prowess. 

“Over the years Ashley grew from a 
relatively quiet child into a confident, 
mature and focused young man. 
Ashley was loved by all.” 

Nearly 1,500 people have joined a 
Facebook group set up in Mr Ebanks’s 


after the crash. Police questioned the 
35-year-old taxi driver but said he was 
not arrested. 

Mr Ebanks’s funeral will be held on 
March 21 at Holy Trinity Church in 
West Bromwich.

Black Country fish are 
moved to Peak District 


ANGLERS are furious after 
fish were taken from a Black 
Country canal to boost stocks 
in a Peak District reservoir. 

British Waterways has netted 
the fish from Tividale Quays, 
telling anglers they are being 
moved 70 miles to Toddbrook 
reservoir, where people are 
charged to fish. 

The netting took place last 
week on the Upper Birmingham 
canal, which runs through 
Oldbury. 

Angler Fred Rich, aged 59, of 
Paganel Drive, Dudley, said: “ 
Fish from Toddbrook reservoir 


were put into the canal network in 
the Midlands when it was 
drained, but not into the section 
now being netted. It doesn’t seem 
fair that they are taking our fish 
to replace them. 

“British Waterways has sent us 
an email explaining that they can 
make money by charging people 
to fish there. 

“Apparently they have a licence 
to remove 9,0001b of fish.” 

Mark Woodley, aged 39, of 
Monins Avenue, a father-of-two, 
said: “I have two small children 
and I love taking them fishing. 
This is a canal basin where fish 
gather to spawn. It seems there is 


no real reason for this other than 
money.” 

In an email to residents Carl 
Nicholls, fisheries and angling 
manager for British Waterways, 
said carp have been left in the 
canal but other species, including 
bream and tench, had been taken. 

He said: “British Waterways 
had to completely drain one of our 
reservoirs for major works to the 
valves at the base of the dam. This 
required all the fish to be removed 
and rehomed. The fish were 
rehomed in Midlands canals. The 
works have been completed and 
has now refilled and we are in the 
process of restocking it.”

Missing conman 
found at city b&b 

A CONVICTED Oldbury conman who went 
missing after being found guilty of cheating 
more than 130 businesses across the UK out of 
money has been jailed. 

A manhunt was launched for Geoffrey Stevens 
after he failed to turn up to court to be sentenced last 
month after a jury at Worcester Crown Court found 
him guilty of fraud following a seven-week trial. 

The court had been told that Stevens was the lead 
member in a Midland-based operation to fleece firms 
by pretending to help them obtain government 
grants. 

Stevens, aged 68, of Moore Crescent, Oldbury, was 
finally captured at a Birmingham bed and breakfast 
hotel on Thursday, where police found him with 
several false passports and a false driving licence. 

Four months were added to his six-year sentence 
for failing to surrender to the court. 

Shocked 

Mr John Attwood, defending, said Stevens had 
been so shocked by the guilty verdict he had taken 
an overdose of aspirin, blood pressure tablets and 
alcohol, and awoke in a daze too late to attend court 
on the day he was due to be sentenced. 

But Judge John Cavell said he found anything the 
defendant had to say was “completely unbelievable” 
and said his apology for not turning up was “hollow”. 

‘You are an utterly dishonest man,” he added. 

Poppy ‘field’ at memorial 

A POPPY field reminiscent of the battlefields of 
Flanders is to be created in the heart of Wednesbury. 

The tribute to commemorate the fallen of the First 
and Second World Wars will also see crumbling 
graves restored at Wood Green Cemetery. 

The sea of poppies will be planted behind the exist¬ 
ing war memorial at the military sections of the 
cemetery. As well as acting as a permanent memorial 
to the dead, the poppies will also mark the 90th 
anniversary of the Royal British Legion, which was 
founded in 1921. 

The idea is the brainchild of the Friends of Wood 
Green Cemetery, a fundraising group set up to main¬ 
tain the historic cemetery, which dates back to 1868. 

The group was created after yobs defaced tomb¬ 
stones and damaged monuments in a series of 
attacks.

Prosecutor Mr Julian Elcock told 
the court Regan visted websites to 
order items on behalf of the Tanhouse 
Avenue school and printed off web 
pages that detailed the cost of what 
she said she had ordered, so she could 
claim the money back. 

Party 

In one transaction, 44-year-old 
Regan, of Moorfield Drive, Sutton 
Coldfield, submitted an invoice to the 
school so she could receive payment 
for party items for her stepdaughter’s 
hen party. 

She was rumbled when cameras 
she supposedly ordered on behalf of 
the school could not be found. She 
was unable to produce genuine 
receipts for the order. 

Mr Nicholas Berry, for Regan, who 
is no longer head teacher at the 
school, said his client started making 
the ‘orders’ after getting into diffi¬ 
culty with loan and credit card repay¬ 
ments. 

He said she had paid back in the 
region of £5,000 to the school. 

Judge John Wait said Regan had 
suffered “significant” punishment 
with the loss of respect and trust of 
her former colleagues. 


Thousands paid out due to 
potholes damaging vehicles 


THOUSANDS of pounds in 
compensation is being paid out by 
Sandwell Council due to damage 
caused to cars by potholes. 

Figures released under the 
Freedom of Information Act reveal in 
2009/10 there were 137 claims 
against the council by motorists, of 
which 40 were successful and the 
resulting payout figure totalled 
£11,849.60. There were 74 claims for 
damage made in 2008/09. Of these, 22 
were successful and a total sum of 
£5,398.60 was paid out. 

To the end of January this year 
there had already been 14 claims 
lodged against the council with 
£10,341 paid out. 

One driver affected was Aman 
Klair, owner of Universal Couriers in 
Oldbury Road, West Bromwich. He 
said: “My van has really bad suspen¬ 
sion damage from the potholes. It is 
ridiculous how bad they are. Because 


Sandwell is quite an industrial area I 
don’t think some of the roads down 
estates are maintained.” 

Taxi boss Jason May, from Greets 
Green Cars in Grice Street, said pot¬ 
holes in the district were “terrible”. 

He said: “They are awful. The area 
around Hateley Heath is particularly 
bad. We always look out along Sussex 
Avenue as that is a really bad area 
too. 

“I was driving behind a car the 
other day which had a bumper sticker 
on the back. It said ‘I’m not drunk, I’m 
just dodging potholes’ — which sums 
up how bad it is.” 

Council bosses say freezing 
weather conditions damaged the 
roads and may have been responsible 
for the rise in claims. 

Earlier this year a new five-man 
team of inspectors was set up by 
Sandwell Council to improve its mon¬ 
itoring of roads.

Go-ahead 
likely for 
extension 
of the tip 

AN expansion of Sandwell’s 
main domestic rubbish dump, 
as part of a £20 million scheme 
to improve waste services, 
was likely to be approved by 
planning bosses this week. 

Serco, which runs the borough’s 
£650 million waste contract, wants to 
revamp the existing Shidas Lane 
Household Recycling Centre in 
Oldbury. 

Under the proposals the site will 
have new offices and improved access, 
and more vehicles will be able to 
queue inside the site, rather than on 
the public roads leading into the area. 

The new offices will include 
meeting rooms a canteen, storage and 
reception. There will also be new 
parking and the vehicle wash and 
refuelling point will be relocated. 

An on-site canteen will also open 
out on to a covered patio area and 
changing rooms will be provided. 

Members of Sandwell’s planning 
committee were recommended to 
approve the scheme at a meeting on 
yesterday (Wednesday). 

In a report to the committee, plan¬ 
ning officer John Baylay, states: “The 
scheme has been the subject of exten¬ 
sive discussions. 

Concern 

It added: “The layout of the site and 
the appearance of the offices are 
acceptable.” 

“The main issue of concern is the 
congestion caused by householders 
queuing in Shidas Lane to enter the 
Household Recovery Centre. 

“The development will increase the 
space within the site for drivers to 
queue and manoeuvre and it is, in my 
opinion, likely that the situation will 
be improved.” 

Serco’s £20m plans for the borough 
include a new £15m waste treatment 
plant in Hill Top, West Bromwich. 
Construction of the Eagle Recovery 
Transfer Hub will create 95 jobs and 
20 contracts for local firms, while 10 
people will run the plant when it 
opens.

Work starts on maternity unit 


WORK on Sandwell’s £1 million 
maternity unit has begun and the 
centre is being named Halcyon. 

The centre is being built on the site 
of the former Leasowes School in 
Oldbury Road, Smethwick. It is set to 
be completed by October and will deal 
with about 600 births a year. 

The long term plan is that the £370 
million hospital in Smethwick will 
eventually include a maternity unit 
and midwifery-led birthing centre. 

Kathryn Gutteridge, lead maternity 
consultant said: “This new unit will 
have a spa-like feel. Ideas and designs 
have been developed from the suc¬ 


cesses of the Serenity Birth Unit at 
City Hospital. 

“Anyone who has visited that unit 
will agree that it is a homely environ¬ 
ment which does not look or feel like a 
hospital. This is what we want to repli¬ 
cate and develop for the new stand¬ 
alone unit in Sandwell.

Taxis for pupils 
cost council 
more than £2m 


SANDWELL Council is 
spending millions on taxis 
taking children to and from 
school. 

Sandwell forked out £2,377,881 
in 2009/10, prompting calls by 
opposition Tory councillors to look 
at alternatives. 

The huge bill covers some 620 
pupils with special educational 
needs, with the average cost per 
child for 2009/10 working out at 
£3,835. 


The youngsters entitled to use 
the service are judged incapable 
of walking to school or it is consid¬ 
ered too dangerous for them. 

Savings 

Councillor Ray Nock, leader of 
the council’s Conservative group, 
said: “We only pay £4,000 on edu¬ 
cation per pupils per year. For 
that amount of money, we could 
have our own bus company. 

“We’re asking that the council 
revisit this issue, sympathetically 


to the needs of children, and look 
at efficiency savings. We have got 
to look at alternative methods of 
transport.” 

Councillor Bob Badham, the 
borough’s children’s chief, said he 
had already given officers the 
task of linvestigating alternative 
transport. He said: “It’s quite 
obvious we can’t go on spending 
like that. 

“There are three main costs 
associated with children’s serv¬ 
ices: placements, legal costs and 
transport, and it’s an area we’re 
investigating thoroughly.” 

One cost-cutting plan being 
investigated in Dudley, where the 
annual cost of taxis is £2.2 
million, is a buddy scheme. Chil¬ 
dren who take taxis could end up 
using public transport accompa¬ 
nied by an adult. The scheme is 
being trialled with two children, 
£6,600 a year.

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Construction of 
borough’s £77m 
college on target 

WORK on the £77 million 
Sandwell College building in West 
Bromwich is almost complete after 
two years, with the building on 
course to open to 10,000 students at 
the start of next year. 

Erecting the superstructure is now done, 
with workers turning their attention to the 
glazed roof of the building, which is being con¬ 
structed on the corner of Spon Lane.

The state-of-the-art campus will cater for 
10,000 students and will replace the existing 
campuses in West Bromwich, Oldbury and 
Smethwick.

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A DRUNK motorist who 
offered a garage mechanic 
£4,000 to “hide” his father’s 
BMW after driving it into a 
West Bromwich bus stop, 
injuring two people, has been 
jailed. 


Sanjeev Jhim made no effort to help 
the victims who were left lying in the 
street among the remains of the 
shelter, Wolverhampton Crown Court 
was told. 

The speeding car careered out of 
control when Jhim fell asleep at the 
wheel after taking the S-Reg 5-Series 


The Hill Top shelter after Jhim smashed into it injuring two people 


without permission to buy cigarettes 
the morning after a late-night drinking 
session, explained prosecutor Mark 
Phillips. 

Bus user Dhanwant Singh Bahra 
managed to pull Annette Whitaker - 
who was waiting for a bus alongside 
him - out of the way of the BMW but 
both suffered cuts, bruises and shock. 

Jhim, aged 26, did not stop after 
crashing into the shelter in Hill Top, 
West Bromwich. 

He continued past both his home and 
The Sow and Pig pub in Hill Top, where 
he had earlier downed five pints and a 
rum, to a nearby garage — despite the 
car having two flat tyres, a broken 
window and extensive damage to the 
passenger side. 

Mechanic 

As mechanic Sean Smith checked 
the vehicle, four police cars rushed 
past. 

“Jhim began to shake and breathe 
heavily and said to Mr Smith, ‘Put it in 
the depot, hide it for me, and I will give 
your four grand’.” 

Mr Smith put two and two together 
and called the police who arrested the 
defendant minutes later,” said Mr 
Phillips. 

An hour after the 8.30am crash on 
June 19, Jhim still tested more than 
two-and-a-half times the drink-drive 
limit, the court heard.

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Work on huge 
development 
in Smethwick 
starting soon 


DEMOLITIONS ahead of a 
long-awaited £42 million rede¬ 
velopment in Smethwick will 
begin within months. 

The Brindley Village II scheme 
will see 193 homes, shops, roads 
and open spaces on land bordered 
by Lewisham Road and Mafeking 
Road. 

Developers PXP West Midlands 
have revealed they have just three 
properties left to buy out of the 36 they 
need to clear the way for the scheme. 
Sandwell Council has pledged it will 
use its powers to obtain compulsory 
purchase orders to aid assembling the 
site, it is hoped they can be avoided. 

PXP West Midlands managing 
director Mark Stapleton said bulldoz¬ 
ers would start on the 11-acre site later 
this year once the final properties are 
bought, 10 years after the develop¬ 
ment was first mooted. 

“We’ve got three properties left to 
buy, which we’re hoping to do by 
private treaty, and then demolition 
will start later this year,” he said. 

Mr Stapleton said work on buying 


up properties, which began in Febru¬ 
ary 2009, cost more than £8m. 

He added though PXP West Mid¬ 
lands was a limited partnership 
between doomed regional develop¬ 
ment agency Advantage West Mid¬ 
lands and commercial property 
development company Langtree, 
funding would not be affected by AWM 
winding down. 

Invested 

“We have no funding from Advan¬ 
tage West Midlands, we own 100 per 
cent of all our projects,” he said. 

“Whatever happens to Advantage 
West Midlands, this is going ahead.” 

The project is being funded by PXP 
West Midlands and the Homes and 
Communities Agency, which has 
already invested £6.5m. 

Planning permission has already 
been secured. 

Ward councillor Paramjit Rand- 
hawa welcomed plans at a meeting at 
Brasshouse Lane Community Centre. 

“The area has been blighted for a 
very long time and this will bring 
much needed improvements for resi¬ 
dents and businesses,” she said.

Our return from Dundee is 
Gleneagles and Stirling in the evening. 

The station is fairly handy for the main shopf 
as well as plenty of excellent pubs, bars, cafe’s and restaurants. Dundee’s most famous attraction is the rese 
‘Discovery’, the very ship in which Captain Scott and Ernest Shackleton sailed to Antarctica.

A SANDWELL coach firm is 
poised to move to a site by the M5 
after being forced to make way for 
the borough’s ‘super hospital’. 

Thandi Executive premises in 
Smethwick is to be bought by 
Sandwell and West Birmingham Hos¬ 
pitals NHS Trust after a compulsory 
purchase order was issued. The new 
Midland Metropolitan Hospital is to 
built at land in Grove Lane. 

Bosses of the coach firm said they 
were looking at moving to a site next to 
Junction 1 of the M5 at West 
Bromwich. The firm is licensed for 14 
coaches and was looking to expand 
from its current yard and office space 
on London Street. Owner Ajmal Singh, 


of Hampstead Glade, Halesowen, who 
runs the business with twin brother 
Sukhi Singh, said: “We’ve seen 
another plot not far from from Junc¬ 
tion 1 of the M5. It’s a six-acre site and 
we would have our workshop, offices 
and yard all under one roof there.” 

Mr Singh was speaking at a hearing 
at the Edgbaston office of the Traffic 
Commissioner for disciplinary 
matters, after not having a named 
transport manager at the firm. The 
hearing was also to decide if the two 
licences the company holds - one for 
college contracts under the name 
Finesse Coaches, the other for service 
buses under the name Thandi Trans¬ 
port — were linked to Coach Express 
trading as Thandi Coaches, which has 
its licence under threat. 

Deputy Traffic Com¬ 
missioner Miles Dorring- 
ton heard Thandi 
Coaches is run by Ajmal 
Singh’s uncle Amardeep 
Thandi but the relatives 
have no business links. 

Brothers Ajmal and 
Sukhi told the hearing 
their future plans 
include consolidating the 
Thandi Transport licence 
under the name Elite 
Coaches.

He and wife of nearly 50 years, Ida, 
who died in 1996, had five children 
together: David, 71, of London; Mar¬ 
garet, who died of cancer nine years 
ago, aged 60; Michael, 64, of Dorset; 


Valerie, 61, who now lives in France; 
and Maureen, 57, of Poole. 

Michael said: “For someone who 
was born in 1911, to see his grandchil¬ 
dren spreading out across the world is 
great. With all the family getting 
together there was so much catching 
up to do. It was a good evening.” 

He added: “He really means it about 
getting out and about. He doesn’t sit 
around, he goes out and meets people 
and a lot of those friends were there at 
the party. 

“He goes to Londonderry Baptist 
Church and a tea club in Smethwick.” 

The party included music and food, 
and Michael said even his centenarian 
father got up for a quick go on the 
dance floor.

SHAMED former TV 
newsreader Ashley 
Blake has been banned 
from driving for 12 
months after being con¬ 
victed of drink driving.

He was found to have 
91mg of alcohol in 100ml of 
blood. The legal limit is 
80mg. 

Fined 

He was fined £100 and 
ordered to pay £105 costs 
and a £15 victim surcharge. 

Blake said in a statement: 
“I have been a motorcycle 
enthusiast for many years 
during which I have cam¬ 
paigned with West Mid¬ 
lands Police and West 
Mercia Police for Bike Safe, 
a course that provides 


motorcyclists with better 
road safety skills and 
awareness.” 

Blake said that after a 
night out he deciced to ride 
his bike. 

He added: “I accept I 
should have given more 
thought to my own fitness to 
drive the following day and I 
would like my own experi¬ 
ence to be a reminder to 
other road users that 
alcohol could still be in your 
system even after you’ve 
had a full nights sleep and 
may feel fine to drive.” 

In September 2009 Blake 
was jailed for hitting 17- 
year-old Greg Jones in the 
face with a wooden pole at a 
bar he owned in Sutton 
Coldfield.

Man stabbed student 
over car wash gripe 

A MAN who stabbed a student in the neck because 
he was unhappy with the way he was cleaning his 
vehicle is starting a five-and-a-half year jail term. 

Albanian Besnik Treshani, aged 27, angrily lashed out 
at Nejad Azari with the blade at the Wing Wah Car Wash 
in Wolverhampton Road, Oldbury, on Christmas Eve 
2009. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard that Mr Azari suffered 
life-threatening injuries. 

Mr Mark Rees, prosecuting, said the 28-year-old victim had 
been working at the car wash to clear a debt. 

The prosecutor said the attack happened after Treshani, of no 
fixed address, had driven his friend’s Mitsubishi Shogun to the 
car wash. He saw Mr Azari cleaning the windows of the vehicle 
and repeatedly demanded that he do it again because he was 
unhappy with the standard of his work. 

Mr Rees said Mr Azari moved to try and defuse the situation, 
but Treshani went over to him and stabbed him in the neck. 

The court heard the wound sustained was had the potential to 
be life threatening. 

Deported 

Treshani drove away but was arrested after his fingerprints 
were found on a beer can he threw down at the scene, said Mr 
Rees. 

Mr Tarlowchan Dubb, for Treshani, said it was a “moment of 
madness.” Treshani admitted inflicting grievous bodily harm, 
possessing an offensive weapon and having a counterfeit Bulgar¬ 
ian ID document. He will be deported to Albania when he has 
served his sentence. 

Det Sgt Mick Greenland, said: “The victim suffered horrific 
injuries that he is still recovering from.” 


Concierge claim 
is thrown out 

A CONCIERGE at an apartments block in 
Birmingham has lost a compensation claim for 
unfair dismissal after being accused of spend¬ 
ing time looking at a pornographic website and 
ignoring some of his duties. 

Desmond Henry, of Marshall Street, Smethwick, 
was accused at Birmingham Employment Tribunal 
of putting residents at risk. 

Mr Henry made his unfair dismissal compensa¬ 
tion claim against Mainstay Facilities Management 
Ltd which appointed him as a concierge at the 
Watermarque block of apartments at Ladywood, 
Birmingham. 

Mr Daniel Potter, a management official for the 
firm, told the tribunal the firm received a complaint 
that Mr Henry was spending time looking at a 
website and not carrying out his security duties to 
the full. 

Educational 

Mr Potter said health and safety issues arose and 
it was discovered that Mr Henry was looking at 
pornography. 

He said Mr Henry was suspended and later dis¬ 
missed for gross misconduct. 

Mr Henry denied watching pornography and said 
the images were educational pictures of human 
anatomy. Tribunal judge Mrs Margaret Batten said 
some of the images were in the bundle of evidence - 
she told Mr Henry: “You may struggle to convince us 
the pictures were about the human anatomy.” 

She said the firm’s decision to dismiss Mr Henry 
had been a reasonable response.

Plans for homes 
and businesses 
at industrial site 


MULTI-MILLION pound 
plans to transform a vandal- 
plagued industrial estate into 
as many as 250 homes and 
businesses will be submitted 
to council chiefs in the 
summer. 

Developer PxP West Midlands 
wants to transform the 22-acre Excel¬ 
sior Trading Estate, on Cakemore 
Road in Blackheath, into houses and 
industrial units. The site was once 
home to Associated Electrical Indus¬ 
tries, formed in 1928. It was bought by 
the General Electric Company in 1967. 

In recent years the site has become 
a magnet for vandals. 

In 2009 two thieves were suffocated 
by carbon dioxide in a bungled metal 
raid at the former Fontana nuts and 
bolts factory on the estate, when they 
triggered a fire alarm system in an 
electricity sub-station. Travellers 
moved onto the estate in caravans 
later the same year. 

PxP West Midlands Managing direc¬ 
tor Mark Stapleton says he will apply 
for planning permission for the devel¬ 
opment to give the site a new lease of 
life. 

“We bought the Excelsior Trading 


Estate site in 2009. We’ve now cleared 
the site and we want to turn it into a 
mixed-use development,” he said. 

“We’re planning an application for 
later this summer. The site has been a 
hotbed of industrial activity but it has 
been in decline for several years. 

“We’re going to try and put between 
200 and 250 homes on the site and 
industrial units, between 3-5,000 sq ft 
in size as well. 

Cleared 

“We own the whole site already and 
we have cleared the site to get ready 
for development.” 

Blackheath Councillor Mary Docker 
welcomed the scheme. 

She said: “Any kind of development 
will bring people into Blackheath and 
help the area.” 

PxP West Midlands is a joint 
venture partnership between regional 
development agency Advantage West 
Midlands, which soon will no longer 
exist due to cutbacks, and investor and 
developer Langtree. 

AWM’s stakes in regeneration proj¬ 
ects around the West Midlands are 
expected to be handed to a national 
body when the £300 million-a-year 
quango winds down. 


Funding boost at nature reserve 


VOLUNTEERS at a 
Sandwell nature reserve 
are celebrating after a 
£36,000 funding boost. 

The Friends of Sot’s 
Hole Nature Reserve 
have secured a Commu¬ 
nity Spaces grant which 
will allow vital restora¬ 
tion work, which started 
five years ago, to con¬ 
tinue. 

A new circular path¬ 
way has already been 
installed at the reserve 
in Dagger Lane, West 
Bromwich, and there are 
also plans to introduce 


benches at key points to 
improve accessibility. 
Treatment will be 
carried out on invasive 
plants to help protect 
wildlife at the site. 

To qualify for the 
grant, which is managed 
by Groundwork and 
funded by The Big 
Lottery, the friends 
group submitted a 
detailed plan to improve 
the nature reserve for 
wildlife and the local 
community. 

The plan involved 
making the reserve more 


accessible and improv¬ 
ing links with the com¬ 
munity. 

Val Edkins, secretary 
of the friends group, 
said: “We had to care¬ 
fully consider the com¬ 
ments from local people 
together with the need to 
maintain the natural 
environment for wildlife 
in the reserve. 

“The result is a fantas¬ 
tic new circular path 
around part of Sot’s Hole 
which has never been 
properly accessible in 
the past.”

Expressway’s £25m underpass takes shape

A £25 million underpass being built in the 
heart of West Bromwich is taking shape. 

Work is well under way on the scheme at the 
A41 Expressway and this recent image shows how 
the tunnel is progressing. Diggers have begun 
shifting soil between the walls of the underpass 
where the road goes under All Saints Way island. 

The scheme aims to cut congestion in the town 
and will see a dual-carriageway underpass run 
beneath the roundabout where The Expressway 
meets All Saints Way. The roundabout, next to 
West Bromwich fire station, is one of the borough’s 
busiest junctions, carrying 63,000 vehicles a day. 

Speed 

It is hoped the development will improve traffic 
flow for drivers using the island going from West 
Bromwich to Birmingham. It is also hoped the 
underpass will speed up journeys in and around 
the town, where a £200m shopping and leisure 
development is being built for Tesco. 

The Department for Transport has invested 
£22m into the scheme, with Tesco contributing 
£2.2m. It is hoped the underpass will be ready by 
late 2011.

He added the site was “superbly built for 
weddings”, saying : “There is a big demand 
in that area.” 

Traffic 

“It is also a great use for what in my view 
is a very interesting building. The council 
were worried about traffic and that is what 
the whole thing hinged on.” 

Under the plans, a 490-seat function 
room would be created on the ground floor, 
with a second function room on the first 
floor. Planners estimate a maximum of 143 
spaces would be needed.

She said: “I hate the 
thought that bands are 
wasting their time by 
sending the wrong mate¬ 
rial, or missing valuable 
airplay as they’ve sent 
their CD to the wrong 
address, or offended the 
DJ by spelling his or her 
name incorrectly. 

“As a presenter I get a 
real buzz when I get a 
great press pack in the 
post, and I get even more 
excited when the quality 
of the band is great too! I 
love the thought that the 
bands will be listening to 
their songs on the radio.” 

Emma said: “I guaran¬ 


tee any band who read the 
book and who follow my 
guidelines will get radio 
airplay - as long as their 
music is good, that is!” 

The 39-year-old has 
been working in radio for 
23 years and has received 
thousands of demos in 
her time at various radio 
stations, including Heart 
FM and Galaxy. 

Last November, her 
most successful gig to 
date came when Voodoo 
Johnson headlined at The 
Slade Rooms. The five- 
piece from Birmingham 
have gone on from 
strength to strength, from 
supporting 80s-rock band 
Europe, of Final Count¬ 
down fame, to headlining 
their own UK Tour, which 
visits Wolverhampton 
Slade Rooms on April 24. 

Another success story 
is The Whiskey Syndicate, 
a rock foursome from 
Wolverhampton who 
headlined an Emma Scott 
Presents gig at The Slade 
Rooms at the beginning of 
February, and released 
their EP, Stick or Twisted? 
this year. Emma said: “I’ve 
worked with them a few 
times and they’re great.”

Weeding first job 
for a tidy garden 


A S plants in the garden put on 
new leaf growth and spring 
bulbs, shrubs and fruit trees 
provide attractive blooms it’s time 
to get your hands dirty and get 
stuck in to some real gardening. 

Now that outdoor soil is becoming 
warmer you will notice that weed seeds are 
sprouting - a sure indication that it’s time for 
action.

The milder weather will encourage the 
emergence of weeds in all areas of the 
garden, but they look much worse when 
they disfigure the look of gravel drives and 
pathways.

DECORATIVE GARDEN BORDERS

able nutrients, moisture and space. 

The quickest way to clear the weeds is to 
spray them off with Weedol Rootkill Plus or 
Fast Action Roundup RTU, taking care to 
only wet the weeds, not the surrounding 
plants.

job in spring. To encourage maximum flow¬ 
ering, buy a feed that is high in potassium 
such as Rose Plus or Miracle-Gro Slow 
Release Rose & Shrub Plant Food. Sprinkle 
one or two handfuls around each plant and 
use a hand trowel to work the granules into 
the top 3cm of soil. 

If you have large clumps of delphiniums 
that have lost their flowering vigour, the best 
remedy is to divide the clump up into sepa¬ 
rate plants so each one has enough room to 
create a full root system that will support 
some beautiful large flowers. Dig up the 
clump and pull apart into smaller portions 
that have strong roots and shoots. 

Once watered in, thoroughly spread a 
mulch layer of organic matter over the soil 
surface to hold in moisture and to deter 
weeds. For the best looking results spread 
a layer of Forest Bark chips from Levington 


to make a great decorative textured finish. 

Tender plants such as dahlias need plant¬ 
ing in garden borders so that new shoots 
emerge in May after the last frost is over. 

Dig planting holes at least 15cm deep 
leaving a gap of around 60cm between 
plants. Dahlias are hungry and thirsty cus¬ 
tomers so prepare the soil well by digging in 
plenty of organic matter into the bottom of 
the planting hole and adding several hand¬ 
fuls of Miracle-Gro Slow Release Plant Food 
to the soil that you work between the 
swollen fingers of the tubers and up to 
normal ground level. 

Sowing seeds of hardy annuals can be 
started out in garden soil as soon as tem¬ 
peratures are warm enough. Subjects for 
open planting include sweet peas, love-in- 
a-mist, cornflower, California poppy 
(Eschscholzia) pot marigold (calendula) 
poached egg plant (Limnathes) clarkia and 
godetia. 

You can also buy a packet of mixed hardy 
annuals as wildflower mixtures - there’s 
one to attract butterflies, one a meadow- 
land mix and another a fragrant mix. 

Don’t forget that nasturtiums make great 
ground cover or climbers.

Terrace proposal for 
site hit by flytippers 


EYESORE land repeatedly hit 
by flytippers in Tipton will be 
turned into 10 homes after being 
put up for sale by Sandwell 
Council. 

Birmingham-based MDH Proper¬ 
ties Ltd has applied for permission to 
transform land in Toll End Road into 
eight terraced houses and two semi¬ 
detached houses. 

Housing was previously on the site but 
was bought by the council 25 years ago for 
a road-widening scheme which never came 
to fruition. 

Documents submitted with plans by 
Oldbury-based chartered architect Lane 
Lister Associates said the derelict site has 
become overgrown in recent years. 


Ward representative Councillor Derek 
Rowley said the proposals would fit in with 
the existing residential area. 

“The site is an eyesore and has become 
overgrown and hit by flytippers,” he said. 

“Over the years the council has paid to 
have it cleared up five or six times. 

“The housing will turn around the site, 
which used to be terraced houses years ago 
before it was purchased by the authority 
for a road-widening scheme talked about 
for years which never happened.” 

Surplus 

He added: “The land is next to houses 
and it would be wrong to put anything else 
in there, like an industrial premises, 
because it would then affect the existing 
homes and residents.” 

The site is one of 18 sites put up for sale 


by the authority after being deemed 
“surplus to requirements”. 

The authority has made £388,000 from 
the sale of 15 sites vacant land and empty 
shops and offices. It now plans to identify 
more sites for sale in the coming weeks. 

The council is trying to save £75 million 
over the next four years and is selling off 
land and buildings across the borough to 
bring in extra cash. In total, the portfolio is 
worth about £4 million. 

Land already offloaded includes plots at 
Carisbrooke Road, Wednesbury; Hale¬ 
sowen Street in Rowley Regis; Lea Avenue 
Wednesbury; Toll End Road, Tipton and 
Jervoise Street West Bromwich. 

Also sold off was the former Dolmac site 
in Tipton, which was bought by the council 
to make way for the construction of 
Tipton’s Owen Street underpass.

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TOYOTA VERSO-S

Toyota courts ‘empty nesters’ 


YOU are unlikely to see any ‘Saga’ drivers trying out 
their new Verso-S on the local race track - but that is 
not to say this new mini-MPV is unworthy of the 
Toyota badge. 

Between 1999 and 2006 Toyota sold more than 150,000 
of the Yaris Verso in Europe, but then dropped the model. 

Since then the increasing number of affluent ‘Saga‘ 
empty nesters wanting a car that offered high seating, easy 
entry and egress in a well-built, comfortable and reliable car 
have had to look elsewhere 

So the market has been filled by a number of other makes 
including the Honda Jazz, Nissan Note, Kia Venga and 
Hyundai ix20. 

But now Toyota has bounced back into the market, and 
is even offering the Verso-S at a special introdu ctory price 
for the next six months. The new model is based on the 
latest version of the Yaris, but is being built in Japan rather 
than France. 

There are just two models to choose from, both with the 
same 1.3 litre 98PS petrol engine delivering only 125NM 
torque. So it is hardly going to win any acceleration races 
and needs all six ratios of its six speed manual gearbox, or 
if you prefer it, the automatic CVT-7 version, to make rea¬ 
sonable progress. 

In the CVT version you can just put the car in Drive and 
let it choose its own ratios, although I did find this version 
noisier than the manual. Surprisingly, it is more economical 
than the manual version. 

However another advantage of this version is that it is the 
only automatic MPV of this size to fall into the £30 a year tax 
bracket - the manual is £90 a year to tax. 

The car offers five comfortable fully belted seats, split 
rear seats that fold with just one touch, a lipless rear sill with 
between 393 and 336 litre of load space (more than enough 
for the weekly shopping trip or weekend away). 

There are two trim models to choose from - the TR and 
the T-Spirit. TheT-Spirit has even more bootspace because

instead of a space saver spare it has a tyre repair kit and that 
makes 429 litres of space. This is because the T-Spirit 
comes with a super glass panoramic roof that stretches 
from front to rear of the car. But it is heavier than a metal 
roof. So to compensate Toyota dropped the spare wheel. 
You can always buy the spare wheel as an extra and that will 
not increase the car tax. 

Central locking 

Both models are well equipped - all have height 
adjustable seats, adjustable steering wheel, lots of airbags, 
ABS with EBD and Brake Assist, reversing camera, electric 
front windows, six speaker RDS radio/CD/MP3 player, 
manual air conditioning, remote central locking and front 
fog lamps. 

Panoramic 

The T-Spirit version gains alloy wheels, all-round electric 
windows, the panoramic roof and rear privacy glass. 


There is also a touch screen Bluetooth information and 
entertainment system that doubles up for the reversing 
camera. And from May this year this can be boosted for 
£500 to become a full scale sat nav system. It will then have 
access to the Google local search system when used with 
a compatible smartphone. 

Although there is a diesel version it will not be offered in 
the UK because Toyota GB argues that low mileage drivers 
will not find it cost effective to spend an extra £1,000-plus 
for the diesel engine. The diesel engine also does not like 
repeated short runs. 

Toyota expects to sell around 30,000 a year in Europe and 
about 3,000 in the UK. Virtually all will go to retail customers, 
and it expects the majority of older drivers to plump for the 
CVT version. 

Prices start from £14,645 for the TR manual, (reduced to 
£13,995 for six months) and £15,745 for the T-Spirit manual 
(reduced to £14,995) The CVT versions add £1,150. On the 


road the car is easy to drive, ride quality and comfort are 
good and there are no squeaks or rattles. 

In the standard TR version you get a lot of equipment that 
is not offered by the lower priced competitors, and also 
lower tax bands. The car also comes with the five year 
Toyota warranty. It is graded 8E for insurance

Lessen pain at the pumps 
by saving on your fuel bills 


MOTORING experts 
Haynes are offering advice 
to drivers for cutting fuel 
consumption, as the crisis in 
the Middle East pushes fuel 
prices to a record high. 

With the price at the pump 
hitting an average of over 132p 
a litre for unleaded (137.9p per 
litre for diesel), motorists are 
being hit hard by the current 
uncertainty in many oil produc¬ 
ing countries. 

Matthew Minter, Motor 
Trade Editorial Director at 
Haynes Publishing, said: “We’re 
all taking a deep breath as we 
pull up at the pump these days. 

“But with careful driving and 


preparation you can save fuel, 
and make a little get you a long 
way. 

“Check your tyre pressures 
next time you fill up. Under¬ 
inflated tyres increase fuel con¬ 
sumption and wear out faster. 

“Slow down - stick to speed 
limits, especially on the motor¬ 
way and save both on fuel and 
on speeding tickets. Drive 
smoothly and avoid fierce accel¬ 
eration and hard braking. 

“Remove roof racks and boxes 
when you don’t need them, even 
empty they can increase drag 
and therefore fuel consumption. 
Remove heavy items from the 
boot, too. 

“Finally, remember that a 


well-maintained vehicle uses 
less fuel.” 

Haynes top tips for saving 
petrol: 

Slow down. Stick to the legal 
speed limits and see how much 
you save! You can save even 
more at lower speeds, driving at 
50 mph instead of 70 can cut 
your fuel bill by 30 per cent. 
Driving on the motorway at 
70mph instead of 80 to 85 can 
save up to 4p a mile in small 
cars. 

Check your tyre pres¬ 
sures. Under-inflated tyres can 
cost you eight per cent more fuel 
and they’l wear out faster too. 

Drive smoothly and con¬ 
sistently. Fierce acceleration 


and harsh braking cost money. 
You’ll save wear and tear on 
brakes, tyres and suspension. 

Turn off the air condition¬ 
ing — and the heated rear 
window when they’re not 
needed as the engine has to 
work harder to power them. 

Have your car serviced 
regularly. A well-maintained 
engine is more efficient and less 
polluting.

The 23-year-old has season tickets for 
Stourbridge and Barcelona and tries to 
make as many home games as he can for 
both teams. 

Nick, of Hagley, was one of the 90,000 
supporters at the Nou Camp on Tuesday 
who saw Barcelona defeat Arsenal. 

Opportunity 

The quality manager at Clarke Trans¬ 
port, Oldbury, went on a five-day 
holiday with five friends and his brother 
Ollie, 21. 

They flew out the Friday before and 
were able to watched Barca beat Real 
Zaragoza 1-0. 

A three-week gap in home fixtures at 
Stourbridge gave him the opportunity 
to spend some more time in the Catalan 
capital and he stayed for two matches. 

He says: “It’s a great experience going 
to the Nou Camp and seeing them play, 
it’s totally different to Stourbridge. 

“But Stourbridge need our support 
and I’ll always be behind them.” 

The Barca season ticket costs £380 
and the Stourbridge one £110. 

Each trip to Spain costs around £75 


for travel as his accommodation is free, 
staying with friends he has made. 

His support for Barca came when he 
and his father Bill attended a game at 
the Nou Camp in 2003. 

He adds: “Unfortunately Barcelona 
lost 2-1, our first defeat against Real 
Madrid in Camp Nou since October 
1983. 

“Even though they lost I could not 
believe the atmosphere or the level of 
expectation compared to English foot¬ 
ball - it was fantastic. 

“Following that I became hooked on 


the city, the country and the lifestyle.” 

The visits to Barcelona became more 
regular in the 2006/07 season when he 
was aged 19. 

Since then he has been to at least 10 
games a season for the past four years, 
and last season he missed only four 
home league games, as well as travel¬ 
ling to several away games and Cham¬ 
pions League ties. 

He says: “Over the past five years, I 
have seen Barca in Glasgow, Seville, 
Manchester, Madrid, London, Munich 
and most notably in Rome, where we 


won our third European Cup.” He is 
hoping the club will this year scoop their 
fourth European title in the final at 
Wembley Stadium. 

Since getting hooked, he has joined a 
UK-based Barcelona supporters’ club. 
While in Barcelona he joins up with 
fellow supporters in a pub and he says 
he enjoys socialising in the city almost 
as much as watching the football. 

But at the weekend he was back with 
Stourbridge’s travelling fans who saw 
the Glassboys lose 3-2 at Weymouth 
Saturday. 

He missed the Glassboys’ 2-0 victory 
over Oxford City the previous Saturday 
- which was attended by just 161 sup¬ 
porters, compared to the 70,000 that 
packed into the Nou Camp for the game 
against Real Zaragoza. 

Tiring 

When Arsenal beat Barcelona in the 
first leg of their Champions League tie 
last month, Nick saw that game and a 
Glassboys match within 24 hours.

Nick’s match days 


Stourbridge 

1pm - “I arrive in Stourbridge and place a few 
bets at the bookies before making my way to the 
Mitre Inn in Lower High Street, where we meet a few 
of the Stourbridge barmy army and have a couple 
of drinks prior to the game, mixing with both home 
and away fans.” 

2.30pm -“I head to the ground as it’s a five to 10- minute walk from 
the Mitre Inn, and get a quick drink before the game and a chat with 
Steve Dimmock, the landlord of the ground’s clubhouse, and any of 
the other Stourbridge fans who weren’t previously in the Mitre.” 

3pm - “Watch the game, and stand behind the end Stourbridge 
are attacking, which tends to be the Shed End for the first half - a far 
cry from the Nou Camp.” 

3.45pm - “We get a pie and watch the half time scores and hope 
a few of our play-off rivals or teams down the number nine bus route 
to Birmingham - such as Lye or Halesowen - are dropping points.” 

4pm - “Get behind the goal at the Church End for the second half.” 

5pm - “Watch the full time scores and curse the bets we failed to 
put on, then have a drink in the club house with the players and man¬ 
agerial staff from both sets of teams. We will head back to The Mitre 
Inn, where we tend to stay until the end of the first evening match on 
TV, before heading home either for the night or for a quick change 
before heading out again.” 

Barcelona 

Friday night - “One problem with supporting a 
Spanish team is that we do not know what day the 
game will be played until 10 days before - it could 
be a Saturday or Sunday any time between 7pm 
and 11pm. 

“I tend to fly from Liverpool airport on the Friday 
night and have the night out with other members of my UK FC 
Barcelona Supporters Club.” 

Saturday morning - “On match day we tend to walk from an 
apartment we have hired - keeping well away from the tourist traps - 
and get some breakfast, before getting a metro to the Nou Camp and 
meeting local Barca fans and my Catalan Supporters Club, Toxicos 
FCB.” 

4pm - “We meet in the same bar every home game, which is 
named ‘El Triplet’ in honour of Barca’s treble success in the 2008/09 
season. 

“We stay here until kick off. For the big games against teams like 
Real Madrid, there can be up to 250 in this small backstreet bar, of 
which usually 50 of us have a typical Spanish dinner like paella 
together with drinks, and sing predominately pro-Barca songs.” 

The match - “We sit in the upper tier behind the goal in the corner 
of the Nou Camp, where the 40-50 Toxicos FCB congregate. It isn’t 
quite like Stourbridge home games, as we can’t walk round the 
ground to sit behind the end we attack. Away attendances are usually 
poor, with even Real Madrid only bringing at most 400 fans.” 

Post-match - “After the game, we usually go back to ‘El Triplet’ 
and have a quick drink before heading in to town to speak with my 
friends. 

“When I first met them, they would as ‘When is your next match?’ 
but nowadays, it has become more like ‘See you at the next game’. 
Depending on what time we fly home the following day, we might 
head back to the city centre and carry on where we left off, before 
stumbling into bed, grab a few hours sleep and then get up early for 
a cab to the airport and flight home.”

Hodgson is now reluctant to 
place a timescale on his possible 
return but concerns are clearly 
growing with the 23-year-old due 
for fresh scans this week. 

“We still have problems with 
Dorrans,” conceded Hodgson. “We 
are concerned about that injury 
because he still hasn’t been able to 
put any weight on it. 

“The medical staff are looking 
at that very carefully. 

Fears 

“We were hoping for a quick fix 
but Mark Gillett (head of medical) 
has raised fears that it might be a 
longer job. 

“We should know more this 
week. We hope it won’t come to 
that but it is a concern. 

“It’s far too early to say for sure 
how bad Dorrans is and it would 


be wrong to scare-monger. 

“We were aiming for the Liver¬ 
pool game at the earliest and we 
are still thinking that at the 
moment, but he won’t take any 
part in the Arsenal game. 

“Our medical people will keep 
an eye on him and if there is no 
improvement later this week we 
will scan it again.” 

Meanwhile, Mulumbu had 
been ruled out of training for the 
early part of this week with the 
injury he sustained while scoring 
his side’s opening goal in the 3-1 
win at Birmingham. He has previ¬ 
ously missed the Black Country 
derby with a hamstring problem. 

“With Mulumbu we also have a 
concern,” admitted Hodgson. “He 
has suffered two muscle injuries, 
one after the other. We have con¬ 
cerns about him.” 


Wenger’s men will be out for revenge 


JAMES Morrison has warned Albion that 
Arsenal will be gunning for revenge for the 
side’s return to Premier League action at The 
Hawthorns on Saturday. 

Morrison reckons Gunners boss Arsene Wenger 
will use his team’s shock September defeat to the 
Baggies to fire up his troops ahead of the return 
match this weekend. 

But the Scotland international believes Albion 
will be ready to deal with the backlash from their 
historic 3-2 victory at the Emirates Stadium. 


“I think it will definitely be on their minds,” said 
Morrison. “Mr Wenger will let them know that and 
remind them that we went to their home and beat 
them. I think they’ll be looking to get a win over us 
as well because they’re in the title race and have a 
good opportunity of winning it.

More woe for 
Houllier as his 
chief scout 
prepares to go 

GERARD Houllier’s off-the-pitch problems 
continued this week after it emerged that chief 
scout Jeff Vetere is poised to leave Villa after 
only three months in the role. 

The club have officially declined to comment on 
the matter but it is understood from sources in 
London that he is close to finalising the terms of his 
departure to take up a role as Charlton’s director of 
football. 

Vetere, who is fluent in Spanish, Italian and 
French, had a previous spell at The Valley as an 
overseas development co-ordinator and later worked 
for West Ham, Real Madrid and Newcastle. 

The 45-year-old also has a close relationship with 
former Newcastle director Tony Jimenez who is now 
co-owner of Charlton following his takeover of the 
League One club at the beginning of the year. 

Houllier had a major say in Vetere’s appointment 
and said at the time of his unveiling that the scout 
“knows football inside out” and was tasked with 
setting up a global scouting network for Villa. 

His impending departure is another blow for 
Houllier who is still picking the bones out of an 
unsavoury incident involving Richard Dunne, 
James Collins and a number of the club’s staff. The 
pair are the subject of an ongoing internal club 
investigation into the matter which took place at an 
exclusive Leicestershire spa last week. 

Dunne and Collins are set to meet club officials 
and, while the club are not likely to publically reveal 
the terms of their punishment, both are expected to 
be handed hefty fines. But it appears Dunne’s behav¬ 
iour has not damaged his international chances 
after he was called up for Ireland’s Euro 2012 quali¬ 
fier with Macedonia and friendly with Uruguay. The 
31-year-old defender is out injured with a shoulder 
problem but has been named in Giovanni Trapat- 
toni’s squad with fellow Villa defender Ciaran Clark. 

There have also been call-ups for Marc Albrighton, 
Nathan Delf-ouneso, Nathan Baker and Kyle 
Walker who were named in England’s Under-21 
squad for friendlies against Denmark and Iceland. 

Spanish teenager Juan Serrano scored for Villa 
reserves as they slipped to a 2-1 defeat to Everton at 
Hinckley on Monday. Villa are five points behind 
leaders Arsenal in third place with a game in hand.
